LAKE CHARLES, La., March 13—‘We, 
the jury, find Albert BE. Batson guilty of 
murder in the first degree.” 

“O, God; my poor, innocent boy!” Follow- 
ing this exclamation, the convicted murder- 
ers mother feel in a swoon. 

This was the dramatic ending of the sec- 
ond trial of Batson for the murder of six 
members of the Darl family near Welch, 
La., one year ago last month. 

Batson’s mother, Mrs. Joseph Payne, has 
been a pathetic figure in the trial. Batson 
ig a son of her first marriage. Mrs. Payne 
is poor. Bhe lives at Packard, Mo, and 
managed by the help of friends to find 
means to come all the way to Louisiana 
to be by the side of her boy in his last 
trial. 


She was his only friend. Probably every 
person who has read of the case or followed 
the evidence at the trial believed Batson 
guilty of the crime. 


A Mother’s 

Faith in Her Boy. 

The mother alone said it could not be; 
her boy was not a murderer. Every day 


preceding the trial she saw him in his 
cell. During the trial she was always by 
his side. After Mre. Payne fainted in court 

a cot was brought into the courtroom and 
the woman ey upon it. Stimulants were 
ee and in a few minutes gshe re- 
viv 

Then she called for her boy. He leaned 
over her and their lips met. She pressed 
him to her breast and wept. The deputies 
called on Batson to go back to the jail 
and she pleaded with them not to separate 
her from him. 

Batson heard the sentence read unmoved. 
However, when he took his mother in ais 
arms as she lay upon the cot, his eyes 
filled with tears. He weakened only for a 
moment. Then, at the suggestion of the 
court, Mrs. Payne was removed ° an 
ante-room, even as the deputy was putting 
th ehandcuffs on Batson. Then tson 
gave way. For the first time he seemed to 
realize his position.

A team of mules and a bay 
mule and a black horse had been taken 
from the farm, as well as a ~gae and 
a watch. No money was stolen from the 
lace, as Ward Earl kept his money in 
he nk and paid o his men with 
checks, and this fact was known to Bat- 
son, who was in Ward Earl's employ, and 
it was his owledge of this that caused 
many to believe that he was not guilty 
of the murder.

Plan to Stop Immoral New- 
comers Oalled a Failure 
at New York. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—The women 
immigration inspector experiment at New 
York is pronounced a failure. 

The plan was proposed by Mrs. Margar- 


indorsed by the national officers o¥ that 
organization. The President was told 


that hundreds of Di ga were being 
brought over from urope for immoral 
purposes and were being landed chiefly 
at New York and Philadelphia. Women 
inspectors were given a trial at New 
York, with the promise that the plan 
would be extended if successful. 

In a report on the five wome 
ors, Commissioner Williams of New York 
says they have boarded 43 steamers, of 
which 82 were from Europe, and that as 
a result of their inspection 10 women 
were sent to Ellis Island for special hear- 
ing. All these were subsequently allowed 
to land. Besides the inspectors gave ad- 
vice to six or seven women as to a proper 
place to stay in the city. 

Mr. Williams says there are only two 
lines along which the women inspectors 
can work; first, intercepting immoral 
women on steamers; second. alding gvith 
advice women coming here for honofable 
purposes but who do not know where to 
go temporarily. 

In the first case Mr. Williams says it Is 
improbable that women inspectors will 
ever accomplish anything. @ says im- 
poner women can be much more read- 
ly detected by men inspectors, and that 
s injudicious questioning by women in- 
spectors would cause serious trouble to 
the government 

In the second instance Mr. Williams 
says the desired end could be better 
reached by having women who want ad- 
vice regarding a stopping place met at 
the dock and that fhe women’s organiza- 
tions could make such an arrangement 
with the steamship compantes. Mr. Wil- 
liams adds: 

“It is believed that nothing practical 

can be accomplished through the present 
system of women inspectors.” 
Mr. Sargent declined to comment on 
Mr. Williams’ report, but {t is said he 
will regcomme to Secretary Shaw that 
the plah be abandoned.

There are three danger points in the 

fiood district, adjacent to St. Louis, where 

| the ravages of the waters threaten to be- 
come greatest. 

They are Caruthersville, Mo., 
' neetown and‘ Qairo, in Illinois. 

The crown of the levee at Caruthersville 
was swept away Thursday afternoon, but 
a loop of earth-filled sacks, built behind it, 
, Caught the flood and stayed it. 

This loop has been reinforced, and, it is 
believed, will stand. The levee, with the 
exception of two weak spots where breaks 
have occurred before, can stand over two 
feet more of water, it is said. The weak 
places have al! been reinforced by loops. 

Thé populace hopes now to have the new 
levee in a condition to withstand the flood 
before the old one breaks if that should 
occur. 

The zgnain part of Caruthersville is not in 

. The flood would have to go far 
above al] previous records to reach it.  * 

The low-lying section of the town, how- 
ever, would suffer greatly if there should 
be a k, ~ 

The thrilling battle to stay the flood and 
keep it out of the great St. Francis basin 
continues. Four hundred and fifty men are 
at work night and day, closing the gap 
in the new levee. | 

A large force of men patrols the old levee, 
strengthening it wherever it shows any 
weakness. 

At Shawneetown, the sipe water is run- 
ning rapidly into the town. 

Many houses in the lower sections are 
being flooded and the inhabitants will be 
compelled to flee if the rise continues. 

The siphon will be put to work Sunday 
to draw the water from the town and throw 
it back into the river. 

This will be the first time it has been 
used since a few days before the great 
disaster of 1898. 

The levee ia still strong, and the most 
of the inhabitants are confident it will 
stand 

Cairo is practically surrounded by water. 
Only a narrow strip of land separates the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers, 20 miles above 
the city. 

The wheat crops thereabouts are ruined, 
and farmers have suffered greatly. 

The river is 20 miles wide at that point.

The water is siphoned back into the river 
as fast as it rune into the city, and the 
pump is run only half time.

BUFFALO, N. Y., March 13.—A Buffalo 
detective, who has been constantly working 
on the mystery of E. L.. Burdick’s murder, 
is in Cleveland, O., today, working on a

The nature of this information is not 
made public. 

In Cleveland jives Mrs. J. B. Warren, the 
recently divorced woman, whom common 
report said Burdick wished to marry after 
obtaining a divorce from Mrs. Burdick. 
Mr. J. B. Warren, former husband of Mrs. 
Warren, is said to be in St. Louis, living 
at the Planters’ Hotel. 

The Warrens, the Burdicks, the Paines 
and the Pannells made up the corterie of 
families known in Buffalo as the Elmwood 
avenue set, all of whom have gained 
notariety by the Burdick tragedy.

In other letters Mrs. Pennell wrote that 
she was endeavoring to show publicly on 
every occasion her confidence in her hus- 
band by appearing with him in public 
places, on drives, at the’ theater and on 
the streets of Buffalo. Her relatives be- 
lieve that the last fatal automobile drive 
was taken at her sugg2stiont to carry out 
her wishés along this line.

But there are those who still attach sig- 
nificance to the following facts: 

Arthur R. Pennell was the only person, 
man or woman, Known—not to the blunder- 
ing police, but to outside investigators of 
the Ashland avenue eon Paden hatred 
was so bitter that it would outlive Bur- 
dick’s death and impel the murderer to 
smirch Burdick’'s name by making it ap- 
pear that Burdick died as the result of 
a meeting with a woman whom he had 
brought under the roof which sheltered 
his three children asleep in their beds 
upstairs. 

Pennell was the only rson who made 
a threat to kill—not Burdick. but Burdick’'s 
wife and himself. He uttered this threat of 
murder and suicide in the presence of 
Rurdick and Burdick’s lawyer, George C. 
Milier, after he had exhausted every argu- 
ment, every appeal to sympathy and mercy 
that his shrewd, calculating mind could 


invent. 

“If you will take Allie back,’’ pleaded 
Pennell, the co-respondent, to Burdick. 
just a month before the murder, ‘I will 
never see her again. I will leave the city 
and never return. Think of the shame and 
scandal you are bringing on her. Your 
children will share in it. I don’t ask you 
for my sake or for the sake of my inno- 
cent wife, but for Allie’s sake and your 
own. Take her back once more. She is 
repentant. I will never cross her path 
again.’

He knew that nothing, no 
argument or appeal from Pennell, could 
change him a bit. He consented to the 
meetin and I never thought that he 
would lose control of himself. I knew 
the man so well. He was perfectly calm 
throughout. Pennell seemed to be stirred 
from his usual imperturbility, but Bur- 
dick was cold ‘as ice.” 

Did Pennell 

Commit Suicide? 

Many of the detectives working on the 
Burdick case refuse to accept the theory of 
accident in Pennell's death plunge. They 
ay that when it is considered that Pen- 
nell wage undoubtedly nervous and agitated 
for several days before his death; that he 
evidently had something on his mind of 
which he wished to rid himself, and that 
he was undoubtedly clever enough to have 
planned the catastrophe in such a way 
that it would be impossible to prove it 
anything but an accident, the probability 
that he deliberaie.y ran his auto over tie 
cliff and into the Jammerthal quarry be- 
comes almost a certainty. 

If on the top of this circumstantial evi- 
dence is piled the cumulative testimony of 
witnesses who saw him@a few days before 
apparently selecting a spot for his own 
suicide and the murder of his wife, and of 
others who declare that on the day of his 
death he approached the fatal spot several 
times before making the final dreadful 
lunge, these detettives declare it seems 
mpossible to doubt that death came delib- 
erately and by invitation to Mr. and Mrs. 
Pennell. 

Herman Baur, an expert auto maker, 
who went out to the scene of the catas- 
trophe with Detective Cornish, to examine 
an report upon the conditiona to the 
police, said: 

“It is Impossible to understand how the 
plunge of the auto over the cliff ceculd 
have been the result of an accident. The 
machine is so constructed that if one loses 
his areee on the steering lever the front 
wheels will continue to run straight ahead, 
unlesa thev strike an obstruction. There 
was not the elightest oberruction on the 
smooth pavement of Hensington avenue, 
and for the machine to cross the street 
climb the curbstone and plunge into the 
quarry before it could ke put straight 
reems incredible. 

“As for the accident happening if the 
stecring lever was being held by the 
chauffeur, that is something that could 
not occur at all. Again, a careful chauf- 
feur like Pennell would never let go of 
the lever for an instant. liow his hat 
could blow off, as it was said it did, I 
¢annot understand. If he had planned a 
suicide to look like an accident. it could 
not have been done more cleverly.”
